PREVENTING SPREAD 
OF DEGENERATION. 
AND LIKE DISEASE 


Degeneration diseases of potatoes 
are those such as mosaic, leaf curly, 
dwarf, spindle’ tuber and tre ike, 
which are known to be spread in the 
field bp aphids plant. lice and which 
can onlly be eliminated by removing 
the source of infection. The sources in 
every case can be fraced to tubers 
which were formed in- disceased hills 
the previous year. The aphids feed on 
the plants arising from these tubers 
and’ when they go to healthy ones 
they carry some of the infection with 
them, and in the course of feeding, 
inodulate the juice from the deceased 
plant into the healthp one. In the 
course of a few weeks ‘the formerly 
healthy plant is diseased, 

In order to prevént the spread of 
these degeneration diseases it is nec- 
at the time the plants are eight to ten 
high and pulf out afl that appears un- 
desirable. In doing this.be sure to re- 
miove the entire plant‘system, includ-
